The  Health  Committee’s  Gross  Expenditure  during  the  financial 
year  ended  31st  March,  1934,  was  £60,838,  the  income  was  £31,655, 
making  a  net  charge  on  the  ratepayers  of  £29,183;  or  14/9  gross  and  7/9 
net  per  head  of  the  population.

Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  fourth  Annual 
Iteport.  The  suggestions  as  to  the  lay-out  made  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  have  been  more  closely  adhered  to  than  in 
former  years,  which  I  hope  will  result  in  giving  this  survey 
such  sequence  and  balance  as  to  make  it  more  interesting  to 
the  reader. 

The  birth-rate  was  1811,  compared  with  14-8  per 
thousand  of  the  population  for  England  and  Wales.  The 
death-rate  was  11*4  per  thousand,  compared  with  11-8  for 
England  and  Wales.  The  infant  mortality  rate  per  thousand 
births  was  66*5.  This  is  one  of  the  lowest  ever  recorded  for  the 
Borough.  These  figures  taken  conjointly  may  be  regarded  as 
satisfactory  indices  of  a  successful  health  year. 

In  common  with  many  parts  of  the  country  we  experienced 
an  extensive  outbreak  of  a  most  severe  type  of  Diphtheria 
during  the  last,  quarter  of  the  year,  and  the  first  quarter  of  the 
present  year,  but  fortunately  during  1934  only  2  deaths  from 
this  disease  were  recorded  in  the  Borough.  The  Fever 
Hospital  accommodation  was  taxed  to  its  uttermost,  but  the  6 
additional  cubicles  now  nearing  completion  at  the  Isolation 
Hospital  should  prove  of  assistance  in  meeting  a  similar 
situation  in  the  future. 

Satisfactory  progress  was  made  with  the  second  year’s 
Slum  Clearance  programme,  350  unfit  houses  were  dealt  with. 
Details  of  the  work  accomplished  will  be  found  in  the  Housing 
Section  on  pages  18-20. 

A  notable  alteration  in  the  personnel  of  the  staff  of  the 
Department  took  place  in  October  by  the  retirement  on  super¬ 
annuation  of  Mr.  Spears,  who  had  been  Chief  Sanitary 
Inspector  for  36  years.  During  his  long  term  of  office  he 
devoted  himself  unstintingly  and  with  marked  success  to  the 
improvement  of  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Borough.

Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Authority.

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Clinical  material  is  examined  at  two  local  laboratories  :  — 

(1)  In  connection  with  the  Health  Department,  where 
sputum,  swabs,  etc.,  are  examined. 

(2)  In  connection  with  Hallam  Hospital  in  the 
pathological  and  bio-chemical  laboratory. 

Hse  is  also  made  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
I  niversity  of  Birmingham,  for  pathological  examinations 
where  a  vivisection  licence  is  necessary.  Bacteriological 
examinations  of  milk  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations) 
Order  and  the  Milk  Tuberculosis  Order  are  carried  out 
at  this  Laboratory.  Chemical  analysis  of  water  and  food 
stuffs  under  tin'  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act  is  carried  out  by 
the  Borough  Analyst  in  Birmingham. 
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Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  For  Infectious  Cases:  One  Motor  Ambulance  is  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  West  Bromwich  Corporation. 

(b)  For  Medical,  Surgical  and  Accident  Cases :  Three 
Motor  Ambulances  are  provided  by  the  West  Bromwich 
Corporation. 

These  four  ambulances  are  garaged  at  the  Transport 
Depot  and  are  available  on  telephone  call. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

General. 

General  Nursing  in  the  home  is  carried  out  by  the  Nurses 
of  the  Akrill  Nurses’  Home,  cases  being  referred  to  these 
Nurses  either  by  General  Practitioners  or  from  the  Health 
Department. 

I  infectious  Diseases. 

An  annual  Grant  of  ,£30  is  made  by  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Committee  to  the  District  Nursing  Association 
(The  Akrill  Nurses’  Home)  for  the  nursing  of  :  — 

Children  under  5  years  of  age  suffering  from  Measles  or 
Whooping  Cough. 

Infants  with  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia,  when  not  removed  to 
Hospital. 

An  annual  grant  of  £20  is  paid  by  the  Tuberculosis  Sub- 
Committee  to  the  District  Nursing  Association  for  the  nursing 
at  home  of  certain  types  of  Tuberculosis. 

National  Health  Insurance. 

The  Local  Authority  have  5  representatives,  of  whom  one 
is  a  Medical  man,  on  the  National  Health  Insurance 
Committee. 

The  number  of  insured  persons  entitled  to  Medical  Benefit 
on  31st  December,  1934,  was  34,598,  of  whom  237  were  deposit 
contributors  or  the  Navy  and  Army  Fund,  and  34,361  members 
of  Approved  Societies.

Hospitals. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  building  of  six  additional 
cubicles  at  the  Isolation  Hospital,  Heath  Lane,  was  com¬ 
menced  and  they  are  now  practically  completed. 
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The  work  carried  out  during-  the  year  at  Hallani  Hospital 
and  the  two  Infectious  Diseases  Hospitals  under  the  control 
of  the  Authority  is  set  out  in  detail  in  other  sections  of  this 
Deport. 


West  B  romwich  and  District  1  oluntary  Hospital. 

Additional  apparatus  has  keen  purchased  and  the  X-ray 
and  Electrical  Departments  brought  up  to  date. 

During  1934,  1,013  in-patients  and  4,939  out-patients  were 
treated  at  this  Hospital ;  in  addition,  12,751  persons  received 
attention  at  the  Casualty  Department.

Institutional  Provision  for  the  Care  of  Mental  Defectives. 

Mental  defectives  continue  to  be  sent  to  Great  Barr  Park 
Colony  which  is  under  the  joint  control  of  the  County  Boroughs 
of  Walsall  and  West  Bromwich.  On  the  31st  December,  1934, 
there  were  149  patients,  40  men,  72  women,  and  31  children 
chargeable  to  West  Bromwich  Corporation  in  Great  Barr  Park 
Colony. 


Institutional  Provision  for  Unmarried  Mothers,  Illegitimate  Infants  and 
Homeless  Children. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the -Voluntary  Society  known  as  the  West 
Bromwich  Girls’  Welfare  Society,  continued  the  work  of 
supervising  and  assisting  unmarried  mothers.  No  cases  were 
sent  to  a  H  ome.  Illegitimate  children  born  in  Hallani 
Hospital  who  cannot  be  dealt  with  satisfactorily  by  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee,  are  at  present  taken 
over  by  the  Public  Assistance  Committee,  and  placed  in  Hie 
Nurseries  at  Hallani  House.  Later  many  of  these  are  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Wigmore  Schools,  which  is  under  the  Joint  Control 
of  the  County  Boroughs  of  Walsall  and  West  Bromwich. 
(Wigmore  Schools  were  closed  on  30th  March,  1935).

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

I  am  informed  by  the  Borough  Surveyor  that  the  work  in 
connection  with  the  new  Outfall  Works  at  Hay  Hall  and  the 
re-modelling  of  the  existing  works  at  Friar  Park  are  nearly 
complete. 
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A  number  of  sewer  extensions  and  storm  water  drains  have 
been  constructed  on  New  Housing  Estates,  and  the  laying  of 
a  sewer  in  Albion  Hoad  and  a  storm  water  drain  in  Greets 
Green  Road  have  been  commenced. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

It  has  not  been  necessary  for  any  action  to  be  taken  in 
connection  with  River  Pollution  within  the  Borough. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  approximately  18,110 
water  closets  in  the  Borough.  With  the  exception  of  the 
recently  added  parts  of  the  Borough,  and  the  rural  outlying 
districts  where  no  public  sewer  is  available,  the  whole  of  the 
houses  are  on  the  water  carriage  system. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


Removal  of  Dry  Refuse. 

The  number  of  portable  ashbins  was  approximately 
17,140  and  the  number  of  fixed  ashpits  in  connection  with 
dwellinghouses  or  other  buildings  has  been  reduced  to  128. 

The  ashbins  are  emptied  weekly  and  the  ashpits 
periodically  or  as  required,  and  collection  is  made  by  means  of 
a  fleet  of  seven  30-cwt.  petrol  vehicles.  These  are  fitted  with 
special  covered  bodies  to  prevent  dissemination  of  dust  during 
loading.  They  have  proved  eminently  satisfactory. 

During  the  twelve  months  ended  31st  December,  1934,

A  petrol  driven  Cesspool  Cleaner  with  Vacuum  Pump  is 
used  for  this  work,  and  the  bulk  of  refuse  collected  is  deposited 
on  agricultural  land,  chiefly  at  Ray  Hall  Harm.

The  increase  in  cost  during  the  year  may  be  accounted  for 
by  the  increase  in  number  of  houses  erected  in  the  Borough 
and  therefore  increased  tonnage,  and  to  the  restoration  of  the 
deductions  in  pay  of  the  workmen. 

Disposal  of  Dry  Refuse. 

Dry  refuse  is  dealt  with  at  the  Fuel  Recovery  Plant  at 
Black  Lake,  and  saleable  materials  are  salved.  Offensive  and 
organic  matter  is  burnt  in  the  incinerators,  the  screened  dust 
is  tipped  at  the  rear  of  the  works,  and  a  small  quantity  of  the 
screened  dust  is  used  as  covering  material  at  the  controlled  tip. 
In  all,  11,021  loads,  representing  14,277  tons,  were  disposed 
of  at  the  Black  Lake  Works,  and  in  addition,  157  beds  were

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destroyed,  and  tlie  carcases  of  37  pig's  and  1,065  cats  and  dogs 
were  cremated.  A  large  quantity  of  trade  refuse  delivered 
direct  to  the  works  has  also  been  destroyed. 

Hine  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  ninety-seven  tons  were 
deposited  at  the  controlled  tip  at  Heath  Lane.  Considerable 
damage  and  trouble  has  been  occasioned  at  this  tip  by  the 
depredation  of  pickers.

SANITARY  INSPECTION. 

Introduction. 

The  total  of  21,710  inspections  of  all  classes  is  smaller 
than  that  of  the  previous  year,  hut  this  is  accounted  for  by 
the  concentration  of  the  efforts  of  the  Inspectorial  Staff  upon 
Slum  Clearance  during  part  of  the  year.  This  work  naturally 
limits  the  time  devoted  to  miscellaneous  and  routine 
inspections,  nevertheless  the  work  has  been  carried  on  steadily 
and  vigorously. 


During  the  year  1,408  preliminary  notices  were  served 
relating  to  3,021  houses,  and  370  Statutory  Notices  were 
served  in  accordance  with  your  instructions.  350  Statutory 
Notices  were  served  under  the  Public  Health  Acts  and  20  were 
served  under  our  Local  Acts. 

Particulars  of  notices  served  and  sanitary  improvements 
effected  are  given  in  Appendix  8,  Tables  III.  and  IV. 

The  total  number  of  dwelling-houses  inspected  was  2,174, 
of  this  number  573  were  examined  in  the  course  of  systematic 
house-to-house  inspection  and  recorded  under  the  Housing 
Regulations. 

In  addition,  3,259  special  housing  visits  or  inspections 
were  made  in  connection  with  houses  in  Clearance  Areas  or 
Individual  Unfit  Houses. 

Seventeen  additional  water  closets  have  been  provided ; 
damp  proof  courses  inserted  in  4  houses;  47  sinks  provided, 
the  external  brickwork  repointed  or  repaired  to  294  houses, 
and  other  work  of  a  substantial  character  effected.  The 
reduction  in  the  number  of  ashpits  still  continues ;  1G  ashpits 
were  abolished  during  the  year.  An  internal  water  supply  was 
laid  on  to  17  houses. 

Three  summonses  were  issued  under  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1875,  Section  90,  during  the  year.  In  two  instances, 
after  several  adjournments,  the  work  was  completed  and  the 
summonses  were  withdrawn;  in  the  other  case,  after  adjourn¬ 
ment,  an  order  of  the  Court  was  obtained  and  the  work  was 
subsequently  executed  in  default.  Twenty  ashbins  were 
served  in  default  under  the  Public  Health  Acts. 
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House-to- House  Inspections. 

Owing*  to  the  pressure  of  work  in  connection  with  the 
representation  of  Clearance  Areas  it  was  not  possible  to  devote 
much  time  to  the  systematic  inspections  required  by  the 
Housing*  (Inspection  of  District)  Regulations.  In  all,  57b 
houses  were  inspected. 

Inspections  were  made  in  16  streets.  These  streets  were 
situated  in  Hill  Top,  Lyndon,  Spoil  Lane  and  Lyng*  Wards. 
It  is  not  possible  to  make  a  comparison  of- figures  of  houses 
inspected  in  Spon  Lane  and  Lyng  Wards,  but  in  Hill  Top  and 
Lyndon  comparisons  mav  be  made  with  inspections  carried  out 
in  1925,  1926  and  1929. 

In  Hill  Top  Ward,  where  houses  were  inspected  nine  years 
ago  (1925),  the  number  of  persons  per  house  has  fallen  from  5 
to  4*2,  the  number  of  houses  with  more  than  one  family  has 
been  reduced  from  87  to  22,  and  cases  of  overcrowding 
(Registrar  General’s  Basis)  from  11  to  5. 

The  houses  in  Lyndon  were  inspected  in  1926  and  1929. 

In  these  houses  there  has  been  a  slight  increase  in  the 

population  from  914  to  975,  and  the  persons  per  house  from 

8*6  to  8*8.  The  number  of  houses  with  more  than  one  family 

*/ 

had  increased  from  30  to  31,  but  overcrowding  (Registrar 
General’s  Basis)  had  decreased  from  10  to  3. 

Of  573  houses  inspected,  34  were  classified  as  unfit, 
14  as  below  a  reasonable  standard  consisting  chiefly  of 
“  back-to-back  ”  or  “  single  ”  type  houses,  and  141  as  being 
in  a  seriously  defective  state  of  repair,  384  were  classified  as  in 
a  fair  state  of  repair  or  where  cleansing  or  minor  repairs  were 
requisite. 

Common  Lodging  Houses  and  Houses-let-in-Lodgings. 

There  are  2  registered  Common  Lodging  Houses  and  19 
Houses-let-in-Lodgings  in  the  Borough. 

The  Common  Lodging  Houses  and  Houses-let-in-Lodgings 
are  inspected  regularly,  and  333  visits  were  paid  to  these 
premises.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to  resort  to  legal  pro¬ 
ceedings  to  remedy  contraventions  of  the  Bye-Laws  in  relation 
to  Common  Lodging  Houses.  The  Houses-let-in-Lodgings 
are  most  unsatisfactory,  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  take 
legal  proceedings  in  respect  of  one  of  these  premises.  The 
work  was  immediately  put  in  hand  upon  service  of  the 
summons,  and  having  been  completed,  the  summons  was  with¬ 
drawn  upon  payment  of  costs. 


Tents,  Vans  and  Sheds. 


Twenty-four  visits  were  paid  to  caravans,  4  notices  were 
served  and  in  every  instance  the  caravans  were  removed, 
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Sanitary  Supervision  of  Theatres  and  Cinemas. 

Thirty-three  inspections  of  the  local  Theatres  and  Cinemas 
have  been  made.  Beports  have  been  submitted  to  the 
Magistrates  and  Watch  Committee  as  occasion  required,  and 
a  number  of  defects  have  been  remedied  and  improvements 
effected. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act. 

The  total  number  of  workshops  and  bakehouses  on  the 
register  was  145. 

Ninety-three  visits  of  inspection  were  made j  13  notifica¬ 
tions  were  received  from  the  Home  Office  respecting  insanitary 
factories,  and  notices  were  served  upon  the  firms  concerned. 
Most  of  the  work  had  been  carried  out  before  the  end  of  the 
year. 

Rents  Restriction  Acts. 

Seven  applications  were  made  by  occupiers  of  houses  for 
certificates  under  these  Acts,  all  of  which  were  granted.

The  total  number  of  premises  on  the  register  of  Offensive 
Trades  is  142. 


No  prosecutions  were  necessary  during  the  year.  One 
Pish  Brier  was  removed  from  the  Begister  and  upon  the 
occupier  lodging  an  appeal  to  Quarter  Sessions,  the  appeal  was 
dismissed. 


Seven  applications  were  received  to  establish  the  trade  of 
fish  frier,  of  this  number,  2  were  granted  and  5  refused. 

The  Bone  Boiler’s  and  Pat  Extractor’s  premises  were  kept 
under  close  supervision.  One  hundred  and  seventy-two 
inspections  were  made  of  premises  where  offensive  trades  were 
carried  on,  many  minor  defects  were  remedied,  and  it  was  only 
necessary  to  serve  2  informal  notices. 
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Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act. 

A  local  rat-catcher  is  retained  at  a  small  fee  for  work 
under  this  Act.  Considerable  activity  has  taken  place  with 
regard  to  rat  destruction  and  assistance  and  advice  have  been 
given  both  with  regard  to  shops  and  other  premises. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

Observations  for  excessive  emissions  of  smoke  have  been 
carried  out,  and  in  all,  27  observations  recorded  during  the 
year.  Three  notices  were  served  (2  intimations,  and  1 
statutory),  and  in  every  instance  the  Works’  Manager  and 
Stoker  were  interviewed,  and  advice  given.  The  work  of 
Smoke  Abatement  is  rendered  more  difficult  by  the  fact  that 
certain  of  the  Corporation’s  chimneys  are  not  conforming  to 
the  Acts  or  Bye-Laws.  It  was  not  found  necessary  to  institute

legal  proceedings.

'The  work  in  connection  with  the  representation  of 
Clearance  Areas  has  been  prosecuted  with  unabated  vigour 
during  the  year  under  review.  In  the  early  Dart  of  the  year,

The  preparation  of  the  multitudinous  details  required  for 
the  representation  placed  a  considerable  strain  upon  the  whole 
of  the  Staff  and  their  energies  were  devoted  for  some  months 
to  this  work. 
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The  Ministerial  Inquiry  and  subsequent  examination  of 
the  Areas  by  the  Inspector  occupied  five  days,  and  it  was 
gratifying1  to  find  that  no  serious  attempt  was  made  to  combat 
the  evidence  as  to  the  existing  conditions  of  the  properties 
given  by  your  witnesses.  Ao  objections  were  lodged  in  respect 
of  56  of  the  300  houses  represented,  and  the  Ministry  confirmed 
15  of  the  17  Areas  in  their  entiretv.  In  Bull  Lane  H  5 
houses,  and  in  Dunkirk  Area  1  house,  were  excluded  by  the 
Ministry  from  the  confirming  Orders.  Thus  98%  of  the  houses 
represented  will  be  demolished  and  the  occupants  rehoused. 

Individual  Unfit  Houses. 

Progress  has  also  been  made  with  regard  to  Individual 
Unfit  Houses.  Seventy-five  representations  were  made  under 
Section  19  of  the  Housing  Act,  1930,  that  the  houses  were  unfit 
for  human  habitation  and  could  not  be  made  fit  at  a  reasonable 
expense.  Demolition  Orders  were  made  in  71  instances, 
undertakings  were  accepted  to  recondition  and  make  houses 
fit  for  human  habitation  in  two  instances,  and  two  under¬ 
takings  were  accepted  not  to  use  premises  for  human 
habitation.  Thirty-three  Demolition  Orders  were  made  of 
houses  represented  in  1933,  and  two  Closing  Orders  were  made 
also.  At  the  end  of  the  year  45  houses  were  the  subject  of 
Demolition  or  Closing  Orders  and  still  occupied,  and  110 
houses  had  been  demolished. 

Rehousing. 

The  transfer  of  tenants  from  Clearance  Areas  and  Unfit 
houses  to  new  houses  on  Hambletts  Estate  has  continued 
throughout  the  year.  A  population  of  1,881  persons  from  416 
houses  have  been  transferred.  These  persons  have  been 
displaced  from  houses  with  707  bedrooms,  and  rehoused  in 
houses  with  1,088  bedrooms,  the  increase  in  bedroom 
accommodation  being  381  bedrooms.  The  number  of  persons 
per  bedroom  being  reduced  from  2*6  to  1  -7.  Thus  the  work  of 
Slum  Clearance  is  also  assisting  in  relieving  overcrowding 
within  the  Borough. 

During  the  year  136  cases  of  overcrowding  (including 
those  discovered  during  systematic  house-to-house  inspection) 
came  to  the  notice  of  the  Department.  Four  notices  were 
served,  but  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  other 
accommodation,  the  cases  were  referred  to  the  Housing 
Manager,  and  no  formal  proceedings  were  instituted. 

Disinfestation. 

In  600  instances  the  bedding  was  removed  from  old 
houses,  and  steam  disinfected  before  being  delivered  to  new 
houses  on  Municipal  Housing  Estates. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  decided  by  the  Housing 
Committee  that  in  addition  to  all  bedding  of  persons  admitted 
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to  Corporation  Houses  being  disinfested  by  steam, 
furniture  from  unfit  houses  should  be  disinfested  by  Hydrogen 
Cyanide  (Zyklon  B).  Fumigation,  is  carried  out  by  the 
Health  Committee  at  the  Refuse  Disposal  Works,  where  a 
Dutch  barn  has  been  erected.  A  specially  constructed  van 
owned  by  the  Corporation  is  used,  and  from  the  beginning  of 
the  present  year  it  has  been  possible  to  deal  with  2  families 
each  day. 

The  help  of  the  Department  is  being  sought  to  an  in¬ 
creasing  extent  by  occupants  of  verminous  houses. 
Insecticides  have  been  supplied  in  124  instances.  Many 
visits  have  been  made  to  infested  premises,  and  advice  given 
on  disinfestation.

The  applications  of  single  persons  are  chiefly  from  young 
people  desiring  to  get  married,  whilst  the  tenant  applicants  in 
many  cases  require  additional  bedroom  accommodation. 

Housing  Prevision  for  Elderly  People. 

In  last  year’s  Report,  X  expressed  the  opinion  that  small 
bungalows  or  maisonettes  were  required  to  meet  the  needs  of 
elderly  people.  These  would  provide  more  suitable 
accommodation  and  involve  less  work  than  a  large  dwelling. 
Aged  tenants  find  the  work  of  the  usual  type  of  Municipal 
dwelling  house  too  much  for  them  to  manage  and  the  rents 
too  high. 

Care  of  Houses. 

Advice  to,  and  the  supervision  of,  re-housed  tenants  con¬ 
tinued  to  be  given.  The  majority  of  re-housed  tenants  from 
slum  clearance  areas  appreciate  their  new  homes,  take 
reasonable  care  of  the  premises,  and  make  the  best  possible 
use  of  their  improved  surroundings;  some  of  them,  however, 
fail  to  rid  themselves  of  slum  habits  and  are  a  great  annoyance 
to  respectable  neighbours. 

Re- Housing. 

During  1934,  663  families  were  re-housed.  The  first 
year’s  instalment  of  the  five  years’  plan  of  Slum  Clearance— 
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re-housing  800  families— was  completed,  together  with  10T 
other  families,  being  part  of  the  second  year’s  instalment. 
Accommodation  was  found  for  250  registered  applicants. 

Social  Amenities. 

Recreation  grounds,  Branch  Libraries  and  attractively  laid 
out  spaces  with  seating  accommodation  are  required  on  the 
various  Housing  Estates.  Much  of  the  trouble  caused  by 
children  and  youths,  such  as  damage  to  fences  and  trespassing 
on  to  neighbouring  properties  would  be  reduced  were  proper 
facilities  provided. 


Garden  Cultivation. 

The  interest  in  gardening  continues  to  increase  and  the 
competition  for  prizes  for  the  best  cultivated  gardens  is  very 
keen.

INSPECTION  AN D  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply. 


The  number  of  Dairvmen  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of  the 

f-  CO 

year  was  300.  The  number  of  cowsheds  is  19. 

The  following  licences  under  the  Milk  (Special 
Designations)  Order  were  in  force  in  the  Borough  at  the  close 
of  the  year: — Two  Grade  A  Producer’s  Licences;  3  Grade  A 
Bottler’s  Licences;  18  Grade  A  Dealer’s  Licences;  2  Certified 
Dealer’s  Licences;  7  Grade  A  Dealer’s  Supplementary 
Licences;  4  Grade  A  (T.T.)  Dealer’s  Supplementary  Licences; 
0  Pasteurised  Dealer’s  Supplementary  Licences,  and  one 
Grade  A  Pasteurised  Dealer’s  Supplementary  Licence.  The 
amount  received  for  fees  was  ,£15/ 7/0.  The  total  number  of 
licences  was  43  as  compared  with  44  in  1933. 


During  the  year,  248  visits  of  inspection  were  paid  to 
Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops.  The  cleanliness  and 
sanitary  condition  of  these  premises  where  milk  is  stored  or 
produced  is  steadily  improving. 

Eortv-eight  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for 
Bacteriological  examination  to  the  Birmingham  Fniversity 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  0  being  Certified  Milks,  34  Grade 
A  Milks,  and  8  from  bulk  samples. 

The  Certified  Milks  were  very  satisfactory,  the  counts 
being  low,  well  within  the  10,000  limit,  and  Bacillus  Coli  was 
absent  in  every  sample.  The  average  count  was  930  per  c.c. 

Six  of  the  Grade  A  Milks  were  unsatisfactory,  and  in  each 
case  the  source  of  contamination  was  traced  to  the  producer, 
and  the  matter  referred  to  the  Authority  concerned. 

The  samples  taken  from  farms  producing  Grade  A  Milk 
within  the  Borough  were  all  satisfactory. 
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During  the  year  0  samples  were  taken  from  farms  pro¬ 
ducing  milk  iu  tlie  Borough,  for  biological  examination.  All 
the  samples  proved  negative. 

Six  cows  were  dealt  with  under  the  Tuberculosis  Order, 
all  from  farms  within  the  Borough  boundary.  All 
of  the  cows  were  slaughtered  and  upon  post  mortem  examina¬ 
tion  it  was  found  that  generalised  tuberculosis  was  present  in 
5  instances,  the  disease  being  localised  in  the  remaining  case. 
The  total  amount  of  compensation  paid  was  £13/5/0,  the  sums 
received  for  salvage  amounting  to  £4/12/8. 

Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

There  are  12  licensed  and  10  registered  slaughterhouses 
in  the  Borough,  and  of  this  number  4  are  not  in  regular  use. 

All  the  slaughterhouses  are  visited  regularly  during  the 
hours  of  slaughter  and  every  effort  is  made  to  ensure  that  all 
carcases  of  animals  slaughtered  are  inspected  before  removal 
from  slaughterhouses  for  human  consumption. 

During  the  year  155  notices  were  received  of  intention  to 
slaughter  outside  the  regular  hours  of  slaughter  and  in  every 
instance  the  slaughterhouse  was  visited  and  the  carcases 
inspected  before  removal. 

The  work  of  Meat  and  Food  inspection  involves  many 
visits  before  and  after  office  hours  and  it  can  truthfully  be  said 
that  this  work  is  carried  out  both  efficiently  and  con¬ 
scientiously. 

The  number  of  visits  to  slaughterhouses  was  2,8G1  and 
1,520  visits  were  paid  to  butchers’  shops,  and  premises  where 
food,  is  prepared,  exposed  or  deposited  for  sale.  The  number 
of  Food  Preparation  establishments  on  the  register  is  35,  and 
these  establishments  are  visited  as  often  as  possible.  The 
markets  were  visited  regularly. 

During  the  year  10  tons,  5  cwts.,  2  qrs.,  20  lbs.  of  food¬ 
stuffs  were  seized  or  surrendered.  The  following  is  a  summary

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Tuberculosis  was  found  to  be  present  in  759  instances  in 
carcases  inspected  (85  bovine,  and  (174  porcine  carcases). 
Generalised  Tuberculosis  was  present  in  7  bovine  and  10 
porcine  carcases.  There  was  1  case  of  localised  Actinomycosis 
m  bovines  and  1  of  generalised  Lympliosarconiatosis  in  pigs. 

The  Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933,  which  came  into 
force  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  required  the  licensing 
of  slaughtermen  and  the  humane  slaughter  of  pigs  and  bovine 
animals,  has  materially  assisted  in  the  closer  supervision  of 
slaughtering  establishments.  There  are  54  licensed  slaughter¬ 
men  in  the  Borough  and  during  the  year  one  application  for  a 
slaughterman’s  licence  was  refused. 

In  three  slaughterhouses  porcines  are  stunned  by  the 
electric  lethaler,  and  in  the  remainder  of  the  slaughterhouses 
the  captive  bolt  pistol  is  used  both  for  bovines  and  porcines. 
Sheep  have  not  yet  been  brought  within  the  operation  of  the 
Act. 

Adulteration,  etc. 

Two  hundred  and  four  samples  of  food  were  submitted  to 
the  Borough  Analyst  for  chemical  analysis  during  the  year. 
Thi  s  was  an  increase  of  24  samples  over  the  previous  year,  but 
the  total  number  is  still  below  the  number  recommended  bv  the 
Ministry  of  3  per  1,000  of  the  population.  As  will  be  seen  by 
the  Borough  Analyst’s  Report  there  has  been  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  adulterated  samples.  Proceedings  were  pending 
at  the  end  of  the  year  in  connection  with  a  sample  of  “  Pure 
Mii  jv  Pood.”

REPORT  OF  BOROUGH  ANALYST. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1928. 

I  have  the  honour  to  report  that  during  the  year  1934,  the 
total  number  of  samples  submitted  to  me  for  analysis  under 
the  above  Act  was  204. 

The  usual  procedure  was  followed  in  obtaining  this 
number,  a  portion  being  purchased  formally  when  all  the 
requirements  of  the  Act  were  observed,  whilst  the  remainder 
were  taken  informally  without  notification  to  the  vendor  as 
to  the  purpose  for  which  the  articles  were  required.  This 
latter  method  often  provides  information  of  adulteration  that 
would  otherwise  go  undetected. 

In  the  past  year  the  analysis  of  1 13  formal  samples  showed 
8  per  cent,  to  be  adulterated,  whilst  of  91  informal  samples, 
11  per  cent,  were  not  genuine. 
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The  variety  and  purity  of  the  food  and  drugs  analysed  is 
shown  in  Appendix  9,  Table  I.,  and  according  to  their  quality 
they  are  divided  into  three  grades  :  — 

(1)  Genuine  and  of  good  quality. 

(2)  Genuine  complying  with  the  necessary  low  standards, 
but  of  poor  quality. 

(3)  Adulterated. 

Of  the  204  samples  shown  in  the  Table,  19  failed  to  comply 
with  the  Food  Regulations  or  the  standards  of  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia.  This  gives  an  adulteration  percentage  of  9-3, 
which  is  a  marked  rise  on  the  four  previous  years  when  the 
comparative  figures  were  :  — 

1930.  1931.  1932.  1933. 

5.5%  5.7%  1,87%  2,2% 

The  reason  for  this  increased  figure  is  referred  to  at  a 
later  stage  when  dealing  with  the  adulterated  articles. 

Of  the  116  milks  analysed,  8  samples  failed  to  comply 
with  the  Milk  Regulations,  the  deficiencies  varying  from  a 
minimum  of  3  per  cent,  fat  to  a  maximum  of  14  per  cent.,  and 
in  the  case  of  solids  not  fat  from  1  to  44  per  cent.  Sample 
“  5,058  "  was  sold  as  milk,  though  it  was  a  synthetic  pro¬ 
duction,  and  was  deficient  of  14  per  cent,  of  its  natural  fat. 
Of  3  other  samples  of  a  similar  character,  2  of  them  being 
informal,  only  1  contained  the  requisite  quantity  of  milk  fat 
the  deficiencies  in  the  remaining  samples  varying  from  9  to  31 
per  cent. 

Proceedings  were  taken  against  the  vendor  of  milk  sample 
“  5,058/’  and  a  conviction  followed,  but  as  it  was  the  first 
case  of  its  kind  a  small  fine  only  was  imposed,  with  a  warning 
as  to  future  trading  both  as  regards  quality  and  labelling. 

Two  informal  milk  samples  from  a  wholesale  dealer  were 
grossly  watered,  but  formal  samples  taken  as  soon  as  possible 
from  the  same  vendor  were  satisfactory. 

Milk  was  largely  responsible  for  the  increased  adulteration 
figure,  but  the  bulk  of  the  condemned  samples  were  obtained 
from  3  vendors,  and  therefore  tend  to  give  a  wrong  idea  as  to 
the  quality  of  the  general  supply.  The  sources  yielding  the 
adulterated  milks  are  being  carefully  watched.  The  pro¬ 
portion  of  poor  milks  judged  on  the  percentage  of  fat-  was  also 
high.  These  cases  are,  whenever  possible,  followed  up  to 
determine  if  the  poorness  is  the  result  of  natural  or  other 
causes. 

Preservatives  were  not  detected  in  any  of  the  milks,  and 
a  similar  freedom  characterised  the  creams,  which  in  that 
respect  and  others  were  in  accordance  with  the  “  Cream 
Regulations,” 
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Six  samples  of  sausage— 2  formal  and  4  informal— con¬ 
tained  an  undeclared  preservative — Sulphur  dioxide.  With 
a  declaration  of  its  presence  a  maximum  of  450  parts  of  the 
chemical  per  million  of  sausage  are  permitted  under  the 
Preservative  Regulations.  The  vendors  were  cautioned,  and 
required  to  comply  with  the  notification  order  as  to  the 
presence  of  the  preservative  when  such  is  the  case. 

Table  II.  gives  a  list  of  the  condemned  articles, 
and  also  particulars  as  to  the  extent  of  their  departure  from 
the  requisite  quality. 

All  the  other  foods  proved  to  he  genuine,  and  careful 
examination  failed  to  detect  any  adulterants  or  departure  from 
the  Preservative  Regulations. 

As  regards  drugs,  2  samples  of  spirit  of  nitre — an  informal 
and  a  formal — were  deficient  of  the  active  ingredient  ethyl 
nitrite  to  the  extent  of  6%  and  15%  respectively.  Deteriora¬ 
tion  of  this  drug  by  loss  of  the  above  constituent  occurs  on 
keeping,  particularly  if  care  he  not  exercised  in  its  storage. 
The  vendor  was  cautioned  as  to  the  necessity  of  supplying  this 
drug  at  the  required  official  strength. 

An  informal  sample  of  strong  tincture  of  iodine  proved  to 
be  the  weaker  variety.  The  vendor  was  cautioned. 

With  the  exception  of  these  two  articles  all  the  other  drugs 
were  up  to  standard,  and  complied  with  the  requirements  of 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia. 

In  addition  to  the  above  works,  4  samples  of  water  were 
analysed.  The  public  supply  gave  satisfactory  results,  but  2 
spring  waters  were  condemned  as  unsafe  for  drinking  purposes.

There  were  008  cases  notified  during  the  year,  this  com¬ 
pares  with  010  for  the  previous  year;  of  these  291  cases  were 
admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  There  were  0  deaths 
from  this  disease  in  the  Borough.  There  were  17  Return 
Cases  during  the  year. 


The  disease  remained  prevalent  throughout  the  year. 


The  practice  was  continued  of  giving  intramuscular  doses 
of  scarlatinal  antitoxin  in  the  more  severe  cases.  The  average 
dose  given  was  about  00  e.cs.,  and  this  was  followed  as  a  rule  by 
a  marked  improvement  in  the  condition  of  the  patient. 


The  diphtheria  epidemic  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year 
threw  a  great  strain  on  Isolation  accommodation  with  the 
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result  that  admission  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  had  to  he 
restricted  to  a  comparatively  small  section  of  the  Hospital, 
only  severe  cases  and  those  involving*  members  of  families 
connected  with  food  distribution  could  he  admitted. 

Dick  Testing  and  Immunisation. 

Ho  work  of  this  nature  was  carried  out  during  the  year. 

I s sue  of  Serum. 

During  the  year  130  c.e.  of  Scarlet  Fever  Serum  were 
issued  from  the  Health  Department  to  Medical  Practitioners. 

Diphtheria. 

notifications  received  in  respect  of  this  disease  were  145, 
of  whom  141  were  removed  to  Hospital.  This  figure  shows  an 
increase  of  100  from  the  previous  year.  Two  deaths  occurred. 

One  of  these  deaths  occurred  within  24  hours  of  admission, 
the  other  case  died  in  the  ambulance.

The  disease  commenced  to  assume  epidemic  proportions 
about  mid-October,  and  the  rate  of  incidence  was  still  on  the 
increase  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

It  soon  became  evident  that  we  were  dealing  with  a  more 
virulent  type  of  Diphtheria  than  had  been  prevalent  in  previous 
years.  The  membrane  was  more  extensive  and  the  degree  of 
toxaemia  was  obviously  much  greater. 

It  is  difficult  to  make  an  arbitrary  classification  of 
Diphtheria  but  the  following  table  gives  the  incidence  of  the 
disease  in  92  patients  on  whom  there  was  clinical  evidence  of 
faucial  membrane  (mixed  faucial  and  laryngeal  not  included). 

Group  1  comprises  the  mild  cases  and  corresponds  to 
Groups  1  and  2  ill  Pie’s  original  classification. 

Group  2  corresponds  to  Pie’s  Groups  3,  4  and  5, 
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Group  3  includes  all  the  severe  cases  and  corresponds  to 
Bie’s  Groups  6,  7  and  8.

At  first  56,000  units  was  regarded  as  the  maximum  dose  to 
be  given  by  the  intramuscular  route,  but  this  was  subsequently 
lowered  to  40,000  units.  Any  case  which  was  thought  to 
require  more  than  40,000  units  was  given  part  of  the  serum 
intravenously. 

The  following  technique  was  used  in  Group  3  cases. 

An  injection  of  40,000  units  was  given  intramuscularly  on 
admission.  About  an  hour  later,  when  the  patient  was  warm 
and  had  overcome  the  initial  shock  of  the  journey,  serum  was 
given  intravenously  in  doses  from  40,000 — 80,000  units,  with 
the  usual  precautions.  If  necessary,  a  second  dose  of  serum 
of  a  similar  size  was  given  intravenously  after  an  interval  of 
twelve  to  twenty-four  hours. 

It  is  our  impression  that  it  is  better  to  give  a  second  dose 
(i.e.,  40,000 — 80,000  units  each  time)  at  an  interval  of  12 — 24 
hours  than  to  give  one  large  initial  dose  (i.e.,  100,000 — 120,000 
units). 
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In  addition,  25  or  50  grammes  of  50%  glucose  solution 
were  given  intravenously  to  each,  case  of  the  series. 

O  fJ 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  intravenous  therapy  was  made 
easier  by  the  use  of  super-concentrated  serum  (20,000  units 
in  5  c.cs.  of  serum).  It  is  also  gratifying  to  record  that  there 
were  no  severe  serum  reactions  following  this  method  of 
treatment.

Although  it  must  be  admitted  that  the  number  of  cases  in 
Group  3  is  too  small  to  make  any  far-reaching  claims,  these 
figures  seem  to  justify  the  administration  of  large  doses  of 
serum,  especially  by  the  intravenous  route.  The  number  of 
paralytic  complications  is  exceeding  low,  indeed  it  can  be 
claimed  that  throughout  the  epidemic  we  have  never  been 
seriously  troubled  by  any  case  showing  paralytic  phenomena. 

Unfortunately,  it  was  not  found  practicable  to  ascertain 
the  type  of  organism  present  to  discover  whether  the  “  mitis,” 
“  intermediate,”  or  ”  gravis  ”  type  predominated.  It 
seemed  probable,  on  clinical  grounds,  that  the  “  gravis  "  type 
of  Diphtheria  bacillus  was  present  in  many  of  the  Group  3 
cases. 

There  is  one  other  fact  which  is  worthy  of  note  and  that 
is  the  small  number  of  cases  of  very  young  children  affected. 
Most  of  the  children  were  of  school  age,  and  came  largely  from 
the  infant  and  junior  departments  of  the  various  schools.  It 
may  be  that  the  relatively  high  age  of  the  children  affected  had 
some  bearing  on  the  favourable  results. 

Schick  Testing  and  Immunisation. 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  offer  to 
protect  infants  and  toddlers  against  Diphtheria  free  of  charge. 
One  child  was  immunised  under  this  arrangement  during  the 
vear.  Ao  School  Children  were  immunised. 

Issue  of  Anti-toxin. 

Diphtheria  Anti-toxin  is  issued  from  the  Health  Depart¬ 
ment  to  General  Practitioners.  During  the  year  444,000  units 
were  thus  issued.

NON-MOTSFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES, 

Influenza  (including  Colds). 

Accurate  data  of  the  incidence  of  this  disease  for  the 
population  as  a  whole  are  not  available.  It  is  known, 
however,  that  18  persons  died  as  a  result  of  Influenza  during 
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the  year.  On  page  37  of  the  School  Medical  Officer's  Report 
for  1934  will  he  found  a  table  compiled  from  the  weekly  sick¬ 
ness  returns  sent  in  by  the  Head  Teachers,  which  shows  the 
number  of  certified  cases  of  Influenza  amongst  school  children 
for  the  four  quarters  of  the  year. 

Amongst  school  children  there  were  8,096  cases  in  1934 
compared  with  7,825  in  1933. 

Hospital  treatment  was  reserved  for  the  more  serious  or 
necessitous  cases. 

Other  Non-Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases. 

These  are  almost  entirely  confined  to  children.  Statistics 
available  for  school  children  only,  are  published  in  the  School 
Medical  Officer’s  Report  for  1934  (page  37). 

Rheumatic  Fever. 

There  are  no  statistics  available  as  to  the  incidence  of 
Rheumatic  Fever  in  the  adult  population.  Supervision  and 
inspection  of  cases  of  Rheumatism  in  school  children  is  main¬ 
tained  at  a  special  Rheumatic  Clinic. 

1ST o  treatment  is  undertaken  by  the  School  Medical  Officer. 

On  page  35  of  the  School  Medical  Officer’s  Report  for  1934, 
there  appears  an  analysis  of  the  cases  on  the  Rheumatic 
Register. 

Cancer.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

Introduction. 

It  was  thought  that  it  might  be  of  interest  to  review  the 
requirements  of  an  Anti-Tuberculosis  Scheme,  and  to  indicate 
the  progress  which  has  been  made  in  West  Bromwich. 

The  essential  points  are  :  — 

1.  Notification  by  the  Medical  Practitioners  to  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  all  cases  known  to  be 
suffering  from  Tuberculosis. 

2.  The  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  which  acts  as 

(a)  a  Deceiving  House  and  Diagnostic  Centre. 

(b)  a  Clearing  House  and  Observation  Centre. 

(e)  a  Treatment  Centre  for  certain  cases. 

(d)  a  Clinic  for  the  examination  of  contacts. 

(e)  a  Centre  for  following  up  and  after  care  until  cure 

has  been  established. 

(f)  a  Bureau  of  information  and  education. 

3.  If  the  practitioner  can  deal  with  these  cases  at  home  so 
much  the  better,  but  in  the  great  majority  of  cases  that 
is  impracticable,  and  therefore  beds  are  provided  in  a 
hospital  or  sanatorium. 

4.  A  system  of  care  and  after  care. 

So  far  as  West  Bromwich  is  concerned  the  first  three 
requirements  have  been  carried  out  for  many  years,  but  only 
towards  the  end  of  1934  was  a  West  Bromwich  Tuberculosis 
Voluntary  Care  and  After  Care  Committee  established. 
Further  details  of  the  work  of  this  Committee  will  be  found  in 
the  After  Care  section  of  this  Deport.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of  notifications  has 
remained  at  about  the  same  figure  for  the  last  three  years. 

There  is  one  fact,  however,  which  merits  serious  con¬ 
sideration  and  that  is  the  increase  in  the  number  of  notifications 
of  female  patients  suffering  from  pulmonary  tuberculosis. 
The  number  is  44  and  it  will  be  seen  that  34  of  these  are 
between  the  ages  of  15  and  35  years. 

In  1933  there  were  33  notifications  and  21  of  them  fell 
within  the  15- — 35  age  group.  The  corresponding  figures  for 
1932  were  43  and  26. 

It  will  also  be  seen  that  there  were  28  female  cases  in  this 
age  group  accepted  for  dispensary  treatment  as  compared  with 
14  in  the  previous  year  and  24  in  1932. 

Study  of  the  death  returns  reveals  that  14  out,  of  23  deaths 
of  female  patients  fell  within  this  age  group,  as  compared  with 
11  out  of  25  for  1933  and  10  out  of  18  for  1932. 

An  attempt  has  been  made  to  analyse  the  figures  for  this 
age  group  from  dispensary  records  for  the  year  1934. 

Ten  of  the  14  patients  who  died  were  seen  by  the 
Tuberculosis  Officer,  and  six  of  these  had  only  been  notified  as 
cases  of  Tuberculosis  during  the  year  1934. 

Six  of  these  10  patients  were  unmarried  and  engaged  in 
factory  work,  all  apparently  exposed  to  various  degrees  of 
metal  dust.  Details  of  the  premarital  occupation  of  the  other 
four  cases  were  not  available,  but  it  is  probable  that  the 
majority  of  them  were  engaged  in  factory  work. 

All  these  10  cases  were  suffering  from  advanced  disease 
when  first  seen  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer  and  the  sputum  was 
positive  on  the  first  examination  in  each  instance.  Further, 
out  of  28  cases  of  this  group  seen  by  the  Tuberculosis  Officer 
during  the  year,  6  were  in  the  early  stages,  9  were  moderately 
advanced  and  13  were  well  advanced. 

It  should  also  be  remembered  that  in  each  case  of 
Tuberculosis  a  prolonged  period  of  abstinence  from  work  is 
necessary.  Eleven  of  these  28  patients  were  engaged  in 
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household  duties,  and  of  the  remaining-  17,  12  worked  in 
factories  which  were  connected  with  metal  working  in  some 
way  or  other. 

It  may  he  that  the  high  incidence  of  the  disease  amongst 
patients  following  this  type  of  occupation  can  he  accounted  for 
hy  the  nature  of  the  prevailing  industries  of  the  district. 

One  causal  factor  mav  be  found  by  a  study  of  the  daily 

fj  *  t 

routine  of  many  of  these  patients.  Many  of  them  have  to 
leave  home  early  in  the  day  and  do  not  return  until  fairly  late 
in  the  evening  and  this  is  followed  hy  a  search  for  amusement 
at  night.  Meals  are  hurried  and  often  inadequate.  Tinder 
this  strain  some  people  will  break  down  and  they  present  an 
almost  ideal  soil  for  the  implantation  of  a  Tuberculous 
infection. 

It  must  not  he  thought  that  this  increased  incidence  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  young  females  is  peculiar  to  West 
Bi  -oinwich.  A  similar  increase  has  been  observed  throughout 
most  industrial  areas  in  the  country. 
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Delay  in  Notification. 

One  cannot  stress  too  frequently  the  incontrovertible  fact 
that  the  ultimate  prognosis  in  a  case  of  Pulmonary  Tuber¬ 
culosis  is  governed  largely  by  the  extent  of  the  lesion  present 
at  the  time  of  notification.  It  is  with  regret,  therefore,  that 
one  has  to  record  that  a  considerable  proportion  of  patients 
continue  to  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Department  when 
the  lesion  is  well-established  or  far  advanced. 


As  a  commentary  on  the  frequency  of  delay  in  notification 
of  cases,  tlie  following  table  is  instructive.

X-Ray  Examinations. 

Radiological  examination  was  carried  ont  in  the  case  of 
129  patients.  The  facilities  available  at  the  X-ray  Department 
of  Hallam  Hospital  are  of  the  utmost  value  and  the  services  of 
Dr.  Dyas,  Radiologist,  are  highly  appreciated. 


Provision  of  Medicine,  etc. 

Allowances  of  Milk,  Cod  Liver  Oil,  etc.,  continue  to  he 
provided  to  Tuberculous  patients  in  accordance  with  the  con¬ 
ditions  laid  down  by  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Insured  patients 
are  referred  to  their  own  private  practitioners  for  medicine, 
etc.,  others  are  helped  whenever  necessary  at  the  Dispensary. 
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Supervision  of  Home  Conditions. 

The  Health  Visitors  paid  1,489  visits  (141  first  visits, 
1,348  re-visits)  to  the  homes  of  tuberculous  patients  compared 
with  1,541  the  previous  year.

During  the  past  year  38  Tuberculous  patients  have 
removed  to  other  houses.  Of  that  number  19  have  obtained 
Corporation  houses,  3  have  gone  into  privately  owned  new 
houses,  and  16  have  moved  into  other  houses. 

Issue  of  Shelters. 

No  shelters  have  been  lent  to  patients  during  the  year. 
It  is  exceptional  to  find,  during  the  sunny  months  of  the  year, 
a  suitable  patient  who  has  available  a  convenient  site.  Three 
shelters  are  erected  in  the  grounds  of  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
Heath  Lane.  These  were  occupied,  during  the  summer,  by 
patients  in  residence  at  the  Tuberculosis  Pavilion. 


Home  Nursing. 


The  arrangements  made  with  the  District  Nursing 
Association  for  the  home  nursing  of  necessitous  cases  have 
again  proved  very  useful  :  372  visits  for  home  nursing  were 
paid  during  1934. 

Co-Ordination. 

There  is  complete  co-ordination  between  the  School 
Medical,  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services  and  the 
Dispensary.  The  Saturday  morning  session  is  devoted 
almost  entirely  to  the  examination  of  children. 

Deports  on  children  found  to  be  suffering  from  Tuber¬ 
culosis  are  furnished  weekly  to  the  appropriate  departments. 

Contacts  amongst  school  children  are  kept  continuously 
under  supervision  at  the  School  Clinic,  and  are  referred  to  the 
Tul  lerculosis  Officer  should  any  suspicious  symptoms  arise. 

Institutional  Treatment. 

There  are  available  24  beds  at  the  Borough  Sanatorium, 
Heath  Lane,  to  which  during  the  year  66  patients  were 
admitted.  The  Authority  continue  to  retain  12  beds  at 
Bomsley  Hill  Sanatorium. 

Owing  to  the  increased  prevalence  of  Diphtheria,  it  was 
found  necessary  to  (dose  the  Pavilion  at  Heath  Lane  on  8th 
December,  1934,  for  cases  of  Tuberculosis,  in  order  to  admit 
patients  suffering  from  Diphtheria.  Some  of  the  Tuberculous 
patients  were  well  enough  to  go  home.  Others  were  trans¬ 
ferred  to  Hallam  Hospital.  The  Pavilion  was  re-opened  on 
16th  April,  1935.

Light  Treatment. 

There  were  565  attendances  for  Ultra-Violet  Light 
Treatment  by  patients  suffering  from  Non-Pulmonary  Tuber¬ 
culosis.  The  great  value  of  this  form  of  treatment  may  be 
realised  by  consulting  the  separate  report  on  the  Ultra-Violet 
Light  Clinic,  where  improvement  of  greater  or  less  degree  is 
noted  in  almost  every  case. 

Dental  Treatment. 

The  arrangement  sanctioned  by  the  Ministry  of  Health 
for  the  Dental  Treatment  of  necessitous  cases  of  Tuberculosis 
at  Hallam  Hospital  continues  in  force.  The  National  Health 
Insurance  Scheme  is  found  to  cover  most  of  the  adult  patients 
who  require  dental  attention. 

The  Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925. 

The  necessity  did  not  arise  to  serve  any  notices  under 
Article  5,  which  empowers  the  Authority  to  prohibit  an 
infectious  case  of  Tuberculosis  from  engaging  in  the  milk 
trade. 

The  Public  Health  Act,  1925. 

Ho  action  was  taken  under  Section  62,  which  provides  for 
the  compulsory  removal  to  hospital  of  infectious  persons 
suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and  whose  accom¬ 
modation  is  such  that  proper  precautions  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  infection  cannot  be  taken,  or  whose  habits  are  such  that 
such  precautions  are  not  taken. 

After-Care. 

About  the  middle  of  1934,  a  West  Bromwich  Tuberculosis 
Voluntary  Care  Committee  was  established.  This  Committee, 
of  which  the  Mayor  is  President,  Mr.  Joseph  Lawley, 
Chairman,  Mr.  Douglas  Clark,  Secretary,  and  Mr.  E.  A. 
Barker,  Treasurer,  has  as  its  members  representatives  of 
practically  every  organisation  in  the  town,  including  Manu¬ 
facturers  and  Tradesmen’s  Associations. 
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Tuberculosis  is  essentially  a  social  disease  and  cannot  be 
successfully  combated  by  medical  means  alone  and  it  is  for 
this  reason  that  we  think  it  desirable  that  representatives  of 
Public  Organisations  in  the  Borough  should  co-operate  with 
us  in  dealing  with  Tuberculosis  patients.  The  family  and  not 
the  individual  is  the  unit. 

The  following  extract  taken  from  the  constitution  drawn 
up  by  the  Voluntary  Committee  at  one  of  its  earliest  meetings 
will  indicate  the  lines  along  which  the  Committee  hope  to 
work. 

1.  Provision  of  extra  nourishment. 

2.  Provision  of  clothes,  boots,  etc. 

8.  Loan  of  beds,  bedding  and  mattresses. 

4.  Provision,  loan  or  repair  of  surgical  appliances, 
artificial  limbs. 

5.  Loan  of  sick  room  requisites. 

6.  Loan  of  spinal  carriages  and  bath  chairs. 

7.  Provision  of  financial  aid,  maintenance  grants  while 
patients  are  in  sanatorium,  sums  on  loan  in  connection 
with  arrears  under  the  National  Health  Insurance  Act. 

8.  Endeavour  to  secure  employment  of  patients  as  car 
park  attendants  and  as  gardeners. 

9.  Endeavour  to  find  new  housing. 

10.  Provision  of  home  helps. 

Facilities  for  the  attainment  of  some  of  these  objects  have 
already  been  provided  by  the  (Statutory)  Tuberculosis  Com¬ 
mittee,  which  has  also  made  a  grant  of  £25  towards  the  funds 
of  the  Voluntarv  Care  Committee.

The  work  of  the  After-Care  Committee  must  proceed 
slowly  at  first  but  it  is  hoped  that  as  its  financial  resources 
grow  so  the  scope  of  its  activities  will  increase  considerably. 


SECTION  G. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

This  very  important  branch  of  Public  Health  work  has 
continued  on  satisfactory  lines  throughout  the  year.  The 
attendances  at  the  various  Clinics  have  increased  from  22,699 
during  1933  to  23,186  during  the  year  under  review. 

A  particularly  pleasing  feature  of  the  work  has  been  the 
increase  in  the  attendances  at  the  Ante-Natal  Clinics,  being 
1,289  compared  with  1,061  during  the  previous  year. 

In  addition  to  these  Clinics  the  Maternity  Block  at  Hallam 
Hospital  in  conjunction  with  which  Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal 
Clinics  are  held  at  the  Hospital,  has  continued  to  increase  in 
popularity.  During  the  year  209  West  Bromwich  mothers 
were  delivered. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  which  has  only  been  equalled  on 
one  previous  occasion,  is  one  of  the  lowest  ever  recorded  for  the

Borough  and  was  66 *5  per  thousand  births,  compared  with  101 
during-  the  previous  year. 

Seven  mothers,  compared  with  9  during  1933,  lost  their 
lives  as  a  result  of  childbirth. 

A  site  has  now  been  chosen  and  plans  prepared  for  the 
erection  of  a  new  joint  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  and  School 
Clinic  close  to  the  Charlemont  Schools. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a  scheme  was  introduced  to 
provide  sterilised  Maternity  Outfits  to  Midwives  at  cost  price. 
In  addition,  a  scheme  for  Home  Helps  was  introduced  and  in 
cases  of  complicated  labour,  where  for  special  reasons  the 
patient  cannot  be  removed  to  Hospital  and  the  Doctor  in 
attendance  is  of  the  opinion  that  the  advice  of  a  Consultant  is 
necessary,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  been  authorised 
to  call  in  Mr.  Connell,  the  Consultant  Obstetrician  to  see  these 
cases.  Where  the  patient  is  unable  to  pay,  the  fee  will  be 
paid  by  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee.

Medical  Officers  continue  to  receive  the  co-operation  of  the 
majority  of  the  Midwives. 


Although  the  number  of  registered  births  has  increased  by 
92  compared  with  the  previous  year,  it  will  he  seen  that  there 
has  been  more  than  a  corresponding  increase  in  attendances  at 
the  Ante-Natal  Clinics. 


It  cannot  be  emphasised  too  strongly  that  regular  and 
efficient  Ante-Natal  examination  is  an  important  factor  in  any 
attempt  to  reduce  the  Maternal  Mortality  rate. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  mothers  who  are  confined  at 
Hallani  Hospital  generally  make  regular  attendance  at  the 
associated  Ante-Natal  Clinic  prior  to  admission. 


Condition  of  Expectant  Mothers. 

Of  the  298  patients  who  attended  the  Ante-Natal  Clinics 
and  were  confined  before  the  end  of  the  year,  38  or  12-8% 
presented  abnormalities,  30  of  these  being  so  serious  as  to 
require  active  treatment  by  a  general  medical  practitioner  or 
at  a  Hospital;  particulars  thereof  are  given  in  the  following 
table.

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  of  2,144  mothers  who  have 
attended  the  Centres  since  this  work  was  commenced  in  June, 
1928,  only  one  has  lost  her  life  in  childbirth. 
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Home  Visits  to  Expectant  Mothers. 

The  arrangements  for  this  work  were  similar  to  those  in 
previous  years. 

During  the  year,  the  Health  Visitors  made  701  visits  to 
the  homes  of  expectant  mothers,  compared  with  087  in  the 
previous  year.

There  is  one  combined  Maternity  and  Nursing  Home 
with  accommodation  for  2  Maternity  cases  and  3  other 
cases,  and  2  Maternity  Homes  for  the  reception  of  1  case  each, 
on  the  Register. 

Inspections  of  these  homes  are  carried  out  periodically  by 
the  Senior  Health  Visitor  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

Care  of  Illegitimate  Infants. 

Assistance  is  rendered  in  this  work,  and  also  in  the  care 
of  mothers  of  illegitimate  children  by  the  West  Bromwich 
Girls’  W  elfare  Society.  The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Committee  make  an  annual  grant  to  this  Society  for  services 
rendered,  and  pay  the  expenses  of  selected  cases  sent  to 
Homes. 


Infant  Life  Protection.

SECTION  H. 

HALLAM  HOSPITAL. 

A  perusal  of  the  following  Section  in  conjunction  with 
Tables  1  to  11,  Appendix  15,  pages  93  to  99,  will  give 
some  indication  of  the  variety  and  volume  of  work  performed 
during  the  year.  Suffice  it  to  state  that  over  5,000  in-patients 
were  dealt  with  during  the  year. 

o  t/ 

The  Hospital  now  forms  an  integral  part  of  and  valuable 
asset  in  our  Public  Health  scheme.  The  high  character  of 
the  work  and  unremitting  care  of  the  Medical  and  Nursing 
work  is  indicated  by  the  increasing  demand  on  the  beds  by  all 
classes  of  the  Community. 

During  the  year,  a  site  has  been  chosen  and  plans  pre¬ 
pared  for  a  new  Maternity  block  of  30  beds. 

As  foreshadowed  in  last  year’s  Report,  the  equipment  of 
the  Milk  Room  on  the  upper  floor  of  the  Children’s  Block  has 
now  been  completed  by  the  addition  of  a  refrigerator. 


During  the  year  the  Hospital  has  continued  to  serve  the 
various  Authorities  in  the  following  approximate  proportions  : 
County  Borough  of  West  Bromwich,  52-23% ;  City  of 
Birmingham,  22*33%  ;  County  of  Worcester,  16*71%  ;  County 
of  Stafford,  8*65%  ;  'County  Borough  of  Smethwick,  -08%. 
The  arrangements  which  obtained  prior  to  the  1st  April,  1930, 
have  been  continued  during  1934,  but  at  the  commencement 
of  the  present  year  a  long  term  agreement  was  completed  with 
the  Worcester  County  Council. 

One  noteworthy  feature  was  the  opening  in  July,  by  the 
then  Mayor,  Councillor  C.  B.  Adams,  of  a  Nurses’  swimming 
pool,  the  cost  of  which  was  wholly  defrayed  by  contributions 
from  the  Nursing  Staff,

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WORK  OF  THE  HOSPITAL  DURING  1934. 

Dr.  Douglas  Stanley’s  Report. 

A  review  of  the  work  of  Hallam  Hospital  for  1934  shows 
ail  increase  of  nearly  three  hundred — -289 — patients  treated 
compared  with  1933,  when  there  was  a  decrease  recorded  (see 
Table  V.).  It  may  now  be  said  that  the  Hospital  is  firmly 
established  and  so  widely  known  that  any  fluctuations  in 
numbers  depend  on  outside  conditions,  such  as  the  average  of 
sickness,  epidemics  and  sociological  factors. 

In  so  far  as  the  nature  of  the  work  is  considered,  there  is 
little  comment  to  be  made,  as  the  types  of  diseases  are  much 
the  same. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  there  is  an  increasing 
tendency  on  the  part  of  local  practitioners  to  refer  difficult  or 
obscure  cases  for  investigation,  as  the  equipment  of  the 
Hospital  is  such  that  this  object  can  be  met  completely.  This 
is  entirely  as  it  should  be,  for  the  idea  is  gaining  ground 
everywhere  that  one  of  the  chief  functions  of  modern  hospitals, 
especially  of  the  larger  type,  is  to  act  as  an  aid  to  accurate 
diagnosis,  with  a  view  to  precise  and  rational  treatment. 

Medical  Department. 

The  total  number  of  cases  admitted  to  the  medical  wards 
was  1,599  (see  Table  IT.).  Of  these  there  were  521  cases  of 
disease  of  the  respiratory  system,  of  which  229  were  cases  of 
pneumonia  (see  Table  YII.).  The  mortality  in  this  group  was 
high,  owing  to  two  factors — (1)  unemployment;  (2)  removal 
of  the  patient  to  hospital  when  the  disease  had  been  present  for 
several  davs.  Removal  within  the  first  twenty-four  hours  is 

ts 

safe;  on  the  fifth  or  sixth  day — a  common  practice — it  is 
dangerous. 

Diseases  of  the  nervous  system  always  form  a  large  pro¬ 
portion  of  the  medical  cases,  owing  to  the  frequency  of 
cerebral  haemorrhage  and  thrombosis  in  elderly  people, 
causing  chronic  paralysis. 

Reference  to  Table  YII.  will  show  broadly  the  incidence  of

other  conditions. 

Surgical  Department. 

The  surgical  work  of  the  Hospital  during  1934  was  well 
up  to  the  average,  the  total  number  of  cases  admitted  being 
1,518.  There  were  159  cases  of  appendicitis  alone.  Reference 
to  Table  Till,  shows  that  there  was  considerable  variety 
among  the  surgical  conditions  coming  under  treatment. 
Emergency  operations  were  very  numerous,  and  it  is  satis¬ 
factory  to  note  an  improvement  in  the  type  of  acute  cases  in 
that  they  are  sent  in  at  an  earlier  stage,  the  very  advanced 
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eases  of  acute  disease  being'  less  frequently  seen.  This  seems 
to  show  that  doctors  outside  are  becoming  more  aware  of  the 
facilities  available  for  early  treatment. 

There  were  a  large  number  of  fractures — 125 — admitted; 
these  are  among  the  most  difficult  cases  the  Surgical  Stall 
have  to  deal  with,  as  they  are  often  severe — the  result  of 
motor  accidents. 

The  number  of  operations  was  764,  of  which  418  were 
major.  Many  of  these  were  difficult  conditions,  and  it  may 
be  said  that  the  operating  cases  presented  a  great  variety  of 
surgical  diseases. 

In  the  Dental  Department  184  patients  were  treated. 

The  turnover  of  surgical  patients  was  very  satisfactory, 
the  beds  being  used  with  economy  and  despatch,  no  patient 
being  kept  waiting  for  admission. 

Gynaecological  and  Maternity  Department. 

The  work  of  this  department  was  rather  of  a  routine 
character,  there  being  no  new  departure  to  report,  nor  was 
there  any  notable  difference  in  the  figures,  as  reference  to  the 
appended  tables  will  show. 

There  were  4  cases  of  puerperal  fever  among  the  patients 
delivered  in  the  Hospital;  only  1  of  these  terminated  fatally. 

The  proportion  of  cases  of  surgical  induction  of  labour 
was  again  high  but  the  results  were  good. 

Ophthalmological  Department. 

The  ophthalmic  work  during  the  past  year  was  varied  and 
interesting,  and  included  cases  of  ocular  trouble  associated 
with  cerebral  disease,  cranial  injuries  and  deformities,  kidney 
and  blood  diseases,  and  ear  and  throat  diseases,  as  well  as 
those  resulting  from  local  infections  and  injuries  of  the  eyes. 

Among  the  cases  of  ocular  diseases  arising  from 
constitutional  causes,  a  good  many  were  due  to  defective 
nutrition  and  metabolic  derangements,  whilst  it  seemed  that 
rather  a  high  proportion  were  due  to  specific  infection. 

All  the  cases  of  local  disease  and  injury  of  the  eyes  have 
responded  well  to  the  treatment  and  careful  nursing  provided 
at  the  Hospital,  and  the  results  were  highly  satisfactory. 

Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Department. 

There  was  again  a  substantial  increase  in  the  number  of 
patients  admitted  to  the  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Department, 
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This  increase  was  manifest  in  all  the  varieties  of  work 
undertaken  in  the  department,  the  outstanding  figure  being 
an  increase  of  20%  in  the  number  of  tonsillectomies  performed 
during  the  year. 

Acute  and  chronic  ear  diseases  in  children  still  continue  to 
form  a  large  and  growing  proportion  of  the  conditions 
requiring  major  operations. 

On  account  of  their  great  importance,  the  problem  of 
treatment  of  these  diseases  has  received  much  detailed 
attention,  and  it  is  gratifying  to  record  that  this  has  been 
followed  by  a  material  improvement  in  the  number  of 
satisfactory  results,  with  a  coincident  reduction  in  the  length 
of  the  patients’  stay  in  hospital. 

X-Ray  Department.

There  was  an  increase  in  the  first  three  figures  over  the 
preceding  year. 

On  the  other  hand,  there  was  a  decrease  in  the  number  of 
artificial  light  treatments  due,  in  the  opinion  of  Dr.  Dyas,  the 
Radiologist,  to  the  exceptionally  hot  summer  of  last  year. 

Xo  new  apparatus  was  installed  during  1934. 

Pathological,  Bio-Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Department. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  work  done  in  this  department 
was  most  valuable.  The  number  of  examinations  was  6,352, 
an  increase  of  818  over  that  of  1933.  Each  year  some  new 
method  of  examination  is  brought  out,  or  some  new  investiga¬ 
tion  becomes  necessary  in  all  the  clinical  departments  of  a 
hospital;  this  necessitates  some  further  claim  on  one  or  other 
branches  of  pathological  or  bio-chemical  work.  In  Hallam 
Hospital  we  are  in  every  way  up-to-date  in  the  application  of 
essential  methods.  In  particular  it  may  be  noted  that  the 
histological  work  done  in  the  Laboratory  is  some  of  the  best 
in  the  country. 

The  manufacture  of  autogenous  vaccines  has  increased 
and  takes  up  a  considerable  time;  of  these,  anti-meningococcal 
and  measles  account  for  the  increase  in  the  amount  of  sera 
made  in  the  Laboratory.  Were  these  sera  purchased,  the  cost 
would  be  very  considerable, 
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The  ante-natal  is  another  department  that  is  nn  iking 
increased  calls  on  the  Laboratory  stall,  especially  the 
b a c t er iolo gic al  s  e ction . 

It  may  be  pointed  out  that  for  some  time  the  hospital 
mortuary  has  been  used  for  the  public  service,  including 
inquest  cases.  In  many  instances  the  Laboratory  has  been 
required  to  make  investigations,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  note 
that  the  Coroner  has  expressed  his  appreciation  of  the  help 
afforded  him  in  many  cases. 

One  of  the  Laboratory  Assistants  was  warded  for  the 
removal  of  tonsils,  otherwise  the  health  of  the  Staff  was 
excellent,  a  matter  of  great  importance  in  view  of  the  trying 
nature  of  the  work. 

As  pointed  out  in  previous  years,  the  Hallam  Hospital 
Laboratory  is  worked  on  every  economical  methods,  due  to  the 
fact  that  all  reagents  and  most  of  the  apparatus  is  made  by 
the  Laboratory  Technologist,  Mr.  Brookes,  on  the  premises. 

Deaths  in  the  Hospital. 

There  were  fewer  deaths  during  the  year,  the  total  being 
604  as  compared  with  636  in  1933. 

Reference  to  Table  III.  will  show  the  summary  according 
to  ages. 

The  most  marked  decrease  was  in  patients  over  TO. 

Resident  Medical  Staff. 

Experience  has  shown  that  the  appointment  of  a  Senior 
Resident  is  of  great  advantage  to  the  Hospital  and  to  the 
Surgical  Staff. 

Mr.  A.  L.  Shepperd,  the  second  to  hold  the  post,  having 
secured  an  appointment  on  the  Staff  of  King’s  College 
Hospital,  London,  resigned  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

He  has  been  succeeded  by  Mr.  W.  E.  Wimberger.  On 
the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Committee  the  title  was 
changed  to  Resident  Surgical  Officer. 


Nursing  Staff. 


The  health  of  the  Nursing  Staff  was  very  satisfactory, 
there  being  no  serious  illness  during  the  year. 


On  the  advice  of  the  Matron  it  was  decided  to  increase  the 
number  of  certificated  nurses  in  each  ward,  while  reducing  the 
number  of  probationers.  The  reasons  put  forward  were, 
firstly,  the  advantage  of  having  two  staff  nurses  instead  of 
one,  and,  secondly,  the  present  over-crowded  state  of'  the 
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Nursing  Profession.
